Persons who have visited many area* of the cotton belt 
state that the crop looks good in the majority of the 
Southern states.

“The big crop of 1924 disappeared from the United 
States by the end of June. 
: “Uhless a crop of more than 14,900,000 bales is pro­ 
duced this year mills must restrict their consumption. 
•In the first eleven months of the cotton crop year, 
beginning August 1, 1924, mill consumption jn the United 
States and exports amounted I© 14,687,879 bales. 
The 
total was an increase of 2,793,957 bales over the preced­ 
ing year.

23— 
Just at the head of the steps leading 
into the Capitol grounds off Dexter 
avenue, there is a rather large irorv 
cannon mounted on a pile of stones. 
It is pointed down Dexter and if 1$ 
should go off, would probably inflict 
a great deal of damage upon the bus­ 
iness district of the city. 
State officials »ay that there is no 
possibility of its going off, as its days 
of shooting are over, but quite a bit 
of controversy has been aroused over 
the piece of ordnance. 
The controversy centers about the 
origin of the cannon and Its history 
in Montgomery. It has been here foi 
many years, for so many, in fact, that 
the memory oí the average citizen of 
the city cannot reach back to the time 
when it was brought here. 
One story has it that the cannon 
was brought to Montgomery from an 
ammunition factory at Selma in the 
days of the Civil War to be placed on 
the Confederate ship “Montgomery” 
that was built here. 
It was planned to place the cannon 
on the ship with the machinery and 
equipment of the old 
Confederate 
Roller mjlls, which was on 
Watei 
street. Tac land about j^he mills was 
c xtremely marshy from the river wa­ 
ter, as there was no proper drainage 
at the time. 
The machinery at the 
Roller mills proved to be too weak 
to handle the cannon properly 
and 
the weapon broke away, rolling into 
the mud, where it became so firmly 
embedded that it was impossible to 
extricate i t , 
The cannon is supported to have re­ 
mained sunk in the mud from about 
1862 until 1874, when Houston was 
elected governor and the state was 
reed from republican rule.

As a special demonstration of the 
nthusiasm that was rampant at the 
time ,it was planned to remove the 
'annon from the mud and fire it in 
honor of the new governor. Machinery 
from a local factory was pressed in­ 
to service and the cannon was raised 
from the mud and carried to North 
Montgomery where it wgs fired -one 
tim e,but refused to repeat. 
. J t viras then carried to the capitol 
grounds an^ placed in the northeast 
corner, where it remained for 20 years 
embedded in the dirt.

that there will be no call on any coun­ 
try in the League to employ force. 
Christians throughout the world, ho 
stated, ask that the United States join 
the world court and participate in the 
labor conferences.

“The international Labor Organi­ 
zations was established after 
such 
preparation and thought by the Peace 
Conference,” said Dr. Chisholm. “In-, 
ernational conferences have been held 
annually since 1JJ19 and at each gWlv, 
ference there have been two represen­ 
tatives appointed by the government, 
one from the employers' organization 
and one from the employee’s organi­ 
zation of each of the 46 states which 
are members of 
the 
organization. 
These organizations

profit if America would similarly be­ 
come a member. • 
“Participation by the United States 
would not involve any delimitation of 
the supreme power of the legislature 
of the United States because the In­ 
ternational Labor Conference has no 
power to pass any laws but simply 
formulate them for submission later 
to the governments of the states af­ 
fected. 
‘No law would become operative un­ 
til it had been approved by the Senate 
of the United States. The recommen­ 
dation of the convention become bind­ 
ing only when a certain number of 
countries have ratified them and only 
in those countries which have volun­ 
tarily ratified them.
